Forward spatter is blood which travels in

■ Based on the study of research 
performed in this held, it is my 
professional opinion that the blood 
spatter displayed in the Zapruder film is 
consistent with the spatter created in 
high velocity injuries such as a gunshot. 
Additionally, the blood spatter captured 
on the film is consistent with back 
spatter and forward spatter, created by 
a single projectile, resulting in an injury 
with an entry and exit wound. Based on 
descriptive statements of blood by 
witnesses observing the shooting of 
President Kennedy, documented blood 
on the scene , and blood spatter recorded 
in the Zapruder film, it is my conviction 
that the head injury to President 
Kennedy was the result of a single 
gunshot ilred from the right front 
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
